(4) Protection of Persons Subject to Subpoena for Production. 

On timely motion, the court may quash or modify a subpoena for production if it (A) fails to 
allow reasonable time for compliance; (B) requires disclosure of privileged or other protected 
matter and no exception or waiver applies; (C) is unreasonable, oppressive, or unduly 
burdensome; or (D) exceeds the scope of discovery otherwise permitted under the criminal 
rules. The court may condition denial of a motion to quash or modify upon the advancement 
by the party on whose behalf the subpoena for production is issued of the reasonable cost of 
producing the books, papers, documents, tangible tilings, or premises.
